The en¬ 
tire cost of the added seventh 
grade here during the pa.st term 
was only JS,199 for the 35 a.d.a., 
contrasted with $3,000 which the 
average dally attendance would 
have cost in Pasadena. 

Sierra Madre has 97 students 
now attending the 8th grade at 
Pasadena. Taking an a.d.a of 65 
pupils the cost of educating 
them at Woodrow Wilson Is ap¬ 
proximately *6,000.

To the Editor of the 
Sierra Madre News: 

Your i.ssue of May 19, 1939 
under the headline, "Two Contest 
for School Board Seat,” brings 
the information, welcome to all 
who believe in the functioning of 
democratic procedures, that two 
local citizen.s are sufficien'ly In¬ 
terested in school affairs and feel 
their civic responsibility enough 
to offer their services and time, 
without financial return, to pro. 
mote the good of the community 
through serving as a school trus¬ 
tee for the coming three years. 

Shall not we who have the 
privilege of voting in a free re¬ 
public show our .sen=e of civic 
duty by going to the polls on 
June 2 and voting, as each regis¬ 
tered voter is entitled to do? In 
these times when conditions 
abroad prompt a feeling of grati¬ 
tude for the freedom and liber¬ 
ties we have Inherited, shall we 
not remind our.selves that liber¬ 
ties, always bring corresponding 
responsibilities? With free, public, 
tax-supported schools, comes the 
responsibility of selecting fellow 
citizen.s to act in our behalf to 
carry on such schools—our trus¬ 
tees in the full import of that 
word. Should we not give to that 
selection our best judgment, free 
-‘'rom emotionalism, prejudice or 
external influence ? 

It is interesting to consider 
what the school board vote in 
Sierra Madre has been in the 
past. The ten-year period show.s 
the .smallest number of votes cast 
at any election in that time to 
be 33 and the highest 431, ac¬ 
cording to fiefii»-»" jr-:ppllcd by the 
Los Angeles Countv Superin¬ 
tendent of Schools’ office (source 
of all voting figures quoted). 

W’bat can explain such a small 
turnout of votes, when the num¬ 
ber of pupils alone is approaching 
five hundred ? One would say that 
surely parents at least would be 
Interested in voting. In the first 
place, there Is frequently apathy 
or Indifference on the part of 
voters ant’where. unless, as some¬ 
one said, "It hurts the voter in 
his pocketbook.” Let such voters 
ponder the fact that whether di¬ 
rectly as a property taxpayer or 
indirectly through rent or price’, 
.each one contributes to the schoo’ 
fund through the school tax. fixed 
bv the school board, a non-po¬ 
litical body, Independent of city 
government. It may not hurt in 
the pocketboo’;. but it certainly 
affects the family purse. 

A second explsnation may be 
the hours for voting which at 
present preclude voting by resi¬ 
dents whose occupation keens 
them out of town between the 
hours of 9 a.ni. and 5 p.m., the 
voting period. That, however is a 
situation governed by the State 
school code and when the average 
daily attendance of local nubile 
school pupils stands at 500 for the 
school year, earlier opening and 
closing hours will be possible. 

third possible explanation Is 
that the publicity given doe= not 
necessarily reach every voter. 
The school code regulates the 
minimum publicity by renu'ring 
local boards such as ours to post 
three notices of the election in 
public locations and also to print 
once a week for three successive 
weeks, immediately preced'ng the 
date of election, a notice In a 
newsnaper of general local cir¬ 
culation. The code, however, also 
gives permission to such local 
boards to send each registered 
voter 40 davs before the election 
date a dunlicate or sample bal¬ 
lot, the expense therefore to be 
charged to local school funds. To 
the writer’s knowledge, this ha-i 
not been done In Sierra Madre 
nor have voters requested It. 

Another factor, ^ssiblv con¬ 
tributing to the small vote cast 
in such elections. Is the practice 
in recent years of some school

It it much better for you as a 
consumer to put your reliance ab¬ 
solutely in adverUsed goods and in 
stores which advertise, and to pa¬ 
tronize both exclusively. 

When a man adverUses his goods 
and tells frankly and publicly what 
they will do (or you, he seeks your 
patronage on the basis of actual 
value. 

It may be that some manufac¬ 
turers or merchants can offer just 
as good value in unknown or un¬ 
advertised goods. Bill the chances 
are ten to one that they can’t—be¬ 
cause advertising not only increases 
the distribution of goods, but at the 
same time Increases the production, 
so that advertised goods cost less 
to make; hence, gives more to the 
buyer. 

In the long run you get more for 
yonr money when you buy adver¬ 
tised goods. Yon get more in ac¬ 
tual value. .4nd also get more In 
that Intangible X'alue, known as con¬ 
fidence. 

And confidence is one of the chief 
satisfactions of life.
